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Sir: 

I, Hiroaki NASU, declare that I am a citizen of Japan residing in 
Aichi, Japan; 

That I am the first inventor of the above -identified application; 

That the following experiments were conducted according to my 
instructions and under my supervision and that the results of the 
experiments were as stated below. 



EXPERIMENT 1 

Example 1 of the above -identified application was repeated except 
that a suspension of Ca(OH)2 was added in amounts to have pH values of 10 
and 10.3 after 30 minutes stirring. The results of the total dissolved Cr 
after sedimentation, together with those of Table 1 in Example 1, are shown 
in the attached Figures 1 to 3. 

EXPERIMENT 2 

Example 2 of the above -identified application was repeated except in 
that a chromate liquid was prepared by adding 500mg (in terms of Ca) of a 
CaCl2 powder per liter of the waste liquid, and then a 2% NaOH aqueous 
solution was added thereto to have a pH value of 10.3. The results of the 
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total dissolved Cr, together with those (i.e., the data in case that 500mg of a 
CaCh powder were added) of Table 2 in Example 2, are shown in the 
attached Fig. 4. 

EXPERIMENT 3 

Example 4 of the above -identified application was repeated except in 
that a chromate liquid was prepared by adding 200mg (in terms of 
magnesium) of a MgCb powder per liter of the waste liquid, then a 10% 
NaOH aqueous solution was added thereto to have a pH value of 10.3, and 
then stirring was conducted for 30min. The results of the total dissolved 
Cr content, together with those (i.e., the data in case that the stirring time 
was 30min) of Table 3 in Example 4, are shown in the attached Fig. 5.
